governor of this state.’’ 
State police and sheriff deputies 
were called on the campus Thursday 
by school officials when students 
occupied 
the 
adm inistration 
building. Tear gas exploded and two 
black youths were killed. Police said 
the students threw the tear gas and 
Gov. Edwin Edwards said state 
police fired no weapons.

Judge Cox firm on bail,

Cox said he would not reduce 
the m an’s bail from the posted 
figure of $10,000 because he said 
Chavoya was already on probation 
for another offense. 


“That’s stupid,’’ came a shout 
from a member of the audience. 
“ Who said that?’’ Cox asked and a 
hand went up. “ Please stand,” Cox 
ordered and a man later identified 
as Joey Fanello, 24, of 301 E. College 
Ave., arose. 


“That will be 30 days in the county 
jail for contempt of this court,” Cox 
told the man. 
As P’anello was 
marched away he turned his head 
and declared, “ It’s still stupid.”

Leyden cited close cooperation 
between pilots and control tower

recent skyjacking ... when the FBI 
elected

senseless intervention by the FBI 
could have resulted in a catastrophe 
that could have had widespread 
repercussions.” 
Meanwhile, the State Department 
emphasized

willingness to conduct negotiations 
with the Cuban government on ways 
to deal with the hijacking problem 
Department spokesman Charles 
W. Bray said again the United States 
was prepared to enter into direct or 
indirect negotiations with Cuban 
officials to this end. 
“ We do not exclude any form of 
process which would be mutually 
agreeable,” Bray commented.

Under the existing system, the 
administration submits a budget for 
each health program. Congress can 
increase or decrease the proposed 
amount.

acres of sugarbeets were 
planted in 1972. At average 
yields

acre, 
sugar 
production will total abut

than this year's adjusted 
marketing quota for the 
sugarbeet 
area. 
The 
effective 
inventory 
on 
January 1, 1973 (sugar on

European satellite 
launch slated Monday 


For the third time this 
year NASA will launch a 
European satellite into orbit 
from the U.S. Western Test 
Range at Vandenberg Air 
Force 
Base. 
Blast-off 
begins 4:15 p.m. Monday. 
The scientific satellite, 
called ESRO IV, is being 
launched 
under 
an 
agreement which provides 
that 
the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration (NASA) will 
furnish 
launching 
and 
associated services to the 
ESRO on a reimbursable 
basis. 
ESRO (European Space 
Research Organization) is a

The 286 pound satellite 
will carry six scientific and

height in space. 
The orbit planned 
for 
ESRO IV is near-Polar, 
inclined 90 8 degrees to the 
Equator, with an apogee of 
682 miles and a perigee of 
173 miles. The satellite will 
circle the earth once every 
98.4 miles. 
ESRO IV will be put into 
orbit by a Scout missile and 
is the seventh in ESRO’s 
scientific program — the 
two most recent launched 
from Vandenberg in March 
and January 1972.

Vindictiveness is a bore, 
and I dwell here on some of 
the 
p r e - e l e c t i o n 
vaticinations of Professors 
Schlesinger and Galbraith 
not so much because I 
desire to tease them, though 
I take the normal man’s 
pleasure in doing that, as 
because I think there is 
something to be learned 
about 
punditry 
from 
meditating on them. 
Mr. Schlesmger wrote an 
article for the New York 
Times Magazine (July 30, 
1972) 
right 
after 
the 
nomination 
of 
George 
McGovern, 
called 
“ How 
McGovern Will Win.’’ Now 
nobody pays any attention to 
the man who rises on the 
convention floor to say: “ I 
nominate the next President 
of the United States 
— 
after which sentence you 
can 
give 
the 
name 
of 
Richard 
Nixon 
or 
Lar 
Daley. The hyperbole is an 
accepted part of a ritual art, 
and is therefore altogether 
meaningless. 
But Arthur Schlesinger is 
a professor of history. He 
was 
writing 
altogether 
seriously 
for 
a 
major 
American magazine, using 
all his skills as a historian, 
in order to communicate 
vyhat he sincerely believed. 
The man who so often 
explains 
America 
to 
us 
said: “ To suggest this July 
that George McGovern will 
be elected President next 
November is, of course, 
p r e p o s t e r o u s 
— . as 
preposterous as to have 
suggested last November 
tíat 
he 
would 
win 
the 
democratic nomination this 
■idy." In other words, not 
preposterous at all, as it 
proved not to have been 
preposterous 
to 
predict 
McGovern’s nomination. 


And he even went on to 
give technical detail on how 
tfie 
victory 
would 
be 
c o n s t r u c t e d . 
“ As 
Republicand refelct on the 
fact that Nixon won last 
time 
by 
only 
600,000 
votes 
against 
a 
bitterly 
divided Democratic party, 
as they note McGovern’s 
inroads 
into traditionally 
Republican areas, they 
must begin to wonder where 
the President is going to 
find support in 1972 that he 
did not have in 1968. He 
needs six or seven million 
new votes if he is to offset 
not just McGovern gains in 
formerly Republican areas 
but, 
above 
all, 
the 
Democratic 
potentiality 
among first voters. The 
Republican 
plurality 
of 
600,000 four years ago could 
sink without a trace m this 
flood of new votes.” In other 
words, 
McGovern wasn’t 
merely going to win — that 
much historian Schlesinger 
knew even as he has known 
Certitude 
throughout 
his 
life. What he was telling us 


was dial lVicuovern 
very 
easily 
win 
might 
by 
a 
landslide. 
John Kenneth Galbraith, 
who once said that he makes 
his reputation by thinking 
faster than the average 
person, 
and 
therefore 
penetrating reality before 
others do, was an entire 
month ahead of his old 
c o l l e a g u e 
A r t h u r 
Schlesinger. 
Professor 
Galbraith wrote “ The Case 
for George McGovern’’ for 
The Saturday Review, issue 
of July 1, 1972. Once again, 
Mr. 
Galbraith 
was 
not 
writing in the capacity of 
cheerleader. He went at the 
problem as scientifically as 
if he had been retained to 
predict the next turn in the 
business 
cycle. 
“ If 
McGovern 
doesn’t 
now 
adopt 
the 
Establishment 
view, it is asserted, he will 
do more this autumn to 
make 
Richard 
Milhous 
Nixon a statesman than 
Barry Goldwater did 
to 
make LBJ a pacifist. The 
comparison with Goldwater 
is 
a 
brilliant 
piece 
of 
political 
polemics. 
It 
certainly has taken hold. It 
is also nonsense.” 
Goldwater got 38 per cent 
of the vote, LBJ 61 per cent. 
McGovern got 30 per cent of 
the vote, Nixon 60 per cent. 
So that that which Galbraith 
pronounced 
in 
July 
as 
“ nonsense” became history 
with 
near 
- 
flirtatious 
exactitude. 
But 
Mr. 
Galbraith had it all figured 
out. 
‘‘ (McGovern) 
w ill 
appeal 
to 
the 
unrich, 
u n p o w e r f u l , 
and 
unpriviledged 
m ajority, 
and, therefore, he will be 
elected.” “ The fact that 
McGovern 
has 
made 
it 
again and again and again in 
South Dakota — once the 
most Republican state m 
the Union — shows that he is 
highly electable.” And just 
to make absolutely certain 
that 
the 
gravity of 
his 
prediction would not be 
misread, Mr. Galbraith put 
his reputation on the line. 
“ For once, my credentials 
as 
a 
p r o p h e t 
are 
impeccable.” 
For once, we see how 
utterly incompetent is the 
judgment of many of our 
senior commentators. This 
does not mean, of course, 
that 
Arthur 
Schlesinger 
cannot go back a hundred 
years and wrest some truths 
out of the Age of Jackson, or 
that Professor Galbraith is 
any less interesting as a 
social moralist. It means, 
simply, that their political 
advice is not only shaky, it 
is, really, quite ludicrous. 
Professor 
Schlesinger 
ended his article in the New 
York Times by saying, “ On 
the whole, pundits know 
very little about politics.” 
The funny thing about it is 
he was talking about other 
people.

Lakers win 
9th in row 


INGLEWOOD 
(UPI) 
- Je r r y 
West scored three of his 27 points in 
the last 1:16 to lead Los Angeles to a 
103-100 win over the surprisingly 
tough Buffalo Braves Friday night 
as the Lakers ran their win streak to 
nine straight. 
Buffalo, troubled by 11 turnovers 
in the last period, had built a nine 
point lead with 8:45 left in the game. 
But the Lakers went ahead at 94-92 
and then built up a four-point 
advantage only to have Buffalo tie 
the contest at 98-98. 
West put the Lakers ahead for 
good with a free throw at the 1:16 
mark and then with 35 seconds left 
he connected from 18 feet to make 
the score 101-98. After the Braves 
lost the ball on a timeout violation, 
Jim McMillian who had 20 points in 
the game hit from the left comer 
with 25 seconds remaining for a five- 
point Laker advantage. 
Elmore Smith, who had 24 for the 
Braves, hit a short jumper for the 
final points of the game. The Lakers 
controlled the all the final 
15 
seconds. 
After making good on only two of 
his first 10 field goal attempts. West 
came back to score 16 points in the 
third quarter. Buffalo had also 
frittered away a substantial eight 
point lead in the third period. With 
2:15 to play in that quarter, and 
Buffalo ahead 78-70, West tallied the 
last nine Los Angeles points to put 
his team ahead 81-80.

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Rentzel, Duncan 114-game streak on line today 
paid the 
price of failure

NEW YORK-~(NEA)— ‘When All the Laughter Died in 
Sorrow” is the title of Lance Rentzel’s recently published 
autobiography iSaturday Review Press) and could well 
serve as Jim Duncan’s epitaph 
Although Rentzel was a rich white boy from Oklahoma 
City and Duncan a black boy from a small Southern town, 
both had much in common. Both were high school football 
heroes, college all-stars, pros. Both had a certain degree 
of success and failure. Both lived happily with the first, 
were shattered by the latter 
Duncan, the former National Football League corner- 
back, is an apparent suicide at age 26. “Apparent” be­ 
cause not all the facts are known. We know Duncan 
walked into the police station in his hometown, Lancaster, 
S.C., one late October morning and, according to testi­ 
mony at the inquest, shot himself in the head. The Duncan 
family, like some other blacks in the South, are suspicious 
of local police. 
What we do know is that Jim Duncan, who felt the 
soaring joys of being a starter on the Baltimore Colts’ 
1970 Super Bowl team and being AFC kickoff return 
leader that season, was terribly depressed from failures 
during the last year. 
He had lost his starting job, was traded to the New Or­ 
leans Saints, then was sent to the Miami Dolphins, where 
he was cut from the squad in September. His marriage of 
19 months had broken up; he had suffered a loss of be­ 
tween $22,000 and $58,000 in a wig business; he had a 
bleeding ulcer and had undergone psychiatric treatment 
in Lancaster and with the Saints. 


He was afraid of failure,” said Harry Hulmes, Saints’ 
vice-president. “And pro football gave him an identity.” 
After Miami, Duncan no longer had that identity. He 
returned to a town of 10,000 that had been prideful be­ 
cause of his pro triumphs, to the home of his mother, 
to no job, to drugs perhaps (he was under police investi­ 
gation) and to his grave. 


Rentzel, now 29, has been a fine wide receiver for eight 
seasons with Minnesota, Dallas and currently Los An­ 
geles His recent history has been highly publicized and 
notorious. He was convicted in 1966 and in 1970 of in­ 
decent exposure. 


Each time he was suffering from deep depression. The 
similarities to Duncan are striking. In 1970, for example, 
on the day before he exposed himself to a 10-year-old girl 
Rentzel felt that he and the Cowboys were doomed to 
failure (after losing 38-0). His marriage to entertainer 
Joey Heatherton was precarious. He had spent almost 
two years and $25,000 on a “classy” Dallas night club 
that floundered. He said he couldn’t face his friends, 
family, coaches “or myself in the mirror.” 


It is all too simple to lay so antisocial an act as Rent- 
zel’s exhibitionism on one depressive moment. Rentzel’s 
book, in fact, discusses the story of a man who was not 
allowed to grow up, who now is finally facing this fact. 


He was overly protected by his mother as a child (and 
adult), sheltered as a gifted athlete, worshiped by fans. 
“The star performer can’t be a normal person,” Rentzel 
writes. There is the sad, insistent striving to prove one’s 
masculinity, thus accepting the “pure drudgery” and 
virtual sadism of some practice sessions (“They tried to 
eliminate the softies ” ) and being crushed by defeat.

“The role of defeat or loss is often found to play a 
major part in the appearance of self-exposure as a symp­ 
tom,” writes Dr. Louis Jolyn West, Rentzel’s psychiatrist, 
in the epilogue. “It is as though the patient (nearly al­ 
ways a man) suddenly needs to be certain that his man­ 
hood is intact, and is impelled to demonstrate that fact 
to a female . . . 


“And while other elements compounded the problem, 
his preoccupation with being a winner as a football player 
(and the tremendous emphasis on winning of the Amer­ 
ican culture today), was always involved. Needless to 
say, the tremendous focus of public attention upon star 
performers like Lance Rentzel, the intense scrutiny given 
their every move and particularly their mistakes, serves 
to exaggerate the strain. The pressures by coaches, fans, 
and the media upon outstanding athletes are almost be­ 
yond the comprehension of ordinary citizens.” 


So we still wonder, are Duncan and Rentzel the only 
aberrations? Alan Miller, former attorney for the NFL 
Players Association, told Rentzel: “There are some guys 
playing in the NFL who’ve done worse things than you,” 
like taking off their pants and walking bottomless into 
laundromats, others defecating on automobiles. West adds 
that 
the need to be brutal or punitive towards one’s 
sexual partner is not uncommon among professional 
athletes.” 


Rentzel, alter thoughts of suicide, appears to be meet­ 
ing his problems. He is strong enough to remain in the 
public eye. And by legal decree he is under constant 
psychiatric care. 


Rentzel writes: “The first thing I had to admit to my­ 
self was that I really had an emotional problem. It is 
only through admitting weakness that one can become 
strong." One doubts that Duncan ever came to grips 
with such a realization. 


After reading Rentzel's book and learning of Duncan's 
background, one may have a new and disturbing thought 
the next time he sees glorified football heroes in action: 
“There but for the grace of God go I “
